Lambert was arrested by Motorcycle 
Policeman Burns at Lindell avenue and 
Gerah street Wednesday night. Burns 
testified that he was going 3 miles an 
hour. Lambert was asked if the police- 
man's estimate of the speed was cor- 
rect. 

“Yes, | was going about 30 miles an 
hour,”’ he said. 

“Haven't you been in this court four 
times this year on speeding charges?” 
asked Judge Kimmei. 

“No,”’ replied Lambert. “Only three 
times this year and only four times in 
the last 10 years.’’ 

Mise Virginia Foster of 4629 Ber- 
lin awenue, who was running one of 
Lambert's cars at the same time, and 
at the same speed, was also arrested. 
She did not appear in court, but was 
represented by a lawyer. As it was

HEAR BRYAN ON PEACE PLAN 


Secretary Propos:s to Submit All Disputes to 
Inquiry, Each Party to Act Indepen- 
dently After Report. 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—Secretary 
Bryan today laid before the diplomatic 
corps his plans for an _ international! 
peace agreement. 

Almost every ambassador and min- 
ister in Washington was at the Secre- 
tary’s office at noon in response to his 
invitation and heard his explanation of 
the plan which soon will be the basis 
of treaty negotiations. 

Later Bryan said the outline he ‘pre- 
sented to the diplomats did not go into 
detail, because details are a matter of 
agreement between the contracting na- 
tions and might be different in differ- 
ent cases. 

“The statement presented to the diplo- 
matic representatives,”’ said Secretary 
Bryan, ‘‘is intended only to set forth 
the main proposition, namely, that the 
President desires to enter into an 
agreement with each nation for the in- | 
vestigation of all questions of every 
nature. This agreement is intended to 
supplement the arbitration treaties now 
in existence and those that may be 
made hereafter. Arbitration treaties 
already except some questions from ar- 
bitration. 


The agreement proposed by 


| 


the President is intended to close the 
gap and leave no dispute that can be- 
come a cause for war without investj- 
gation. 

“The time within which the report is 
to be made is left to be agreed on and 
it may be that the time will differ in 
different .cases, but any time, however 
short, furnishes an opportunity for in- 
vestigation and deliberation, and it is 
hoped that the period provided for in- 
vestigation and deliberation will be suf- 
ficient to secure a settlement without 
resort to war.. 

“Each party is to reserve the right 
to act independently after a-:report is 
submitted, but it is not likely that a 
nation will declare war after having 
had an opportunity to confer, during 
the investigation, with the opposing na- 
tion. 

“But whether or not the proposed 
agreement accomplishes as much as is 
hoped for, it is at least a step in the 
direction of universal peace, and I am 
pleased to be the agent through whom 
the President presents this proposition 
to the Powers represented here.”

Arrested Three Times. 
lambert has been arrested and fined 

for speeding three times since Feb. 1, 
191.. In two cases he has;made no 
denial of the charge of exceeding the 
speed limit, and in ene instance he 
pleaded guilty. ' 

Two of Lambert's arrests 
curred since, as a passenger 
ward Wimberg’s automobile, at Me- 
Pherson avenue and Sarah street, he 
saw FElvadene Costigan’s life crushed 
out. te war not arrested at that time, 
as Limberg was at the wheel. 

In his low gray racing car, Lam- 
bert has been a familiar sight to the 
police for*sa year. Sergt. Mackay, 
chief enforcer of the speed law, has 
declared that he considers Lambert 
one of the most reckjess of St. Louts 
drivers. “He ulways runs fast,” says 
Motor: Cycle Patrolman Byrne. ‘He 
has a car which it is easier to run 
at a-breakneck pace than at moder- 
ate speed.”’ 

The city ordinances prescribe a 
speed limit of eight miles an hour. 
But the police, in enforcing this law, 
have followed the “reasonable” plan 
used by the Supreme Court in inter- 
preting the antitrust law, and have 
permitted a speed of 15 miles, and 
usually of 18 or 2%, where the road is 
clearer or in going up stiff grades with- 
out complaint. When the speed is over 
® miles an hour, they generally make 
an arrest. — 

Raced With Limberg.

Career Im, Romantic, 

‘‘Buck’”’ Duke's life story is unusual. 
His two romances of the heart have 
filled vast newspaper space in recent 
years. His career as a combiner of 
American Tobacco interests has been 
no less interesting. Fis rise from a 
poor boy in a Southern vifjage to the 
popular title of ‘tobacco king,” and 
the power wielded through the posses. 
sion of many millions and the manip:.- 
lation and control of many more mil 
lions, is a part of the history of Amer- 
fean combines which deals with the 
trust-building and “trust-busting’’ era. 


Duke came to New York in his 30's. 
Saberet gta he drew a salary of $50,000 a 
year as the head of a tobacco house, he 
is said to have boarded for a long time 
‘in a small Mariem hotel at a cost of 
$6 per week. All his income went back 
into the business, which grew lIfke lIit- 
tle Johnny’s peach until it occupied and 
overwhetmed: the whote American 
orchard and reached out over seas. 
Liveq for Business. 

Later Duke took bechelor quarters 
over one of hts comrpany’s stabtes. He 
lived for business, for tobacco amalga- 
mation. The tentacles of his octopus 
reached out and gathered In factory 
after factory. They touched and trans- 
formed the commercial activities of the 
weed in every state. 

Missouri felt keenly the encroach- 
ments of the combination. In St. Louis 
the Duke trust absorbed the Drummond 
and the Liggett & Myers plants. Smaller 
tobacco factories in other Missouri 
towns, fighting against it, aided by 
local citizens who drew their sustenance 
from such industries, were taken in by 
the trust and closed, the manufacturing 
business belng centered at New York 
and in nearby New Jersey.

The witnesses were evidently hostile to 
Smith, and the trial of this case was 
influenced by politics. The County At- 
torney of Ottawa admitted politics en- 
tered into the trial. He also asserted 
that facts were kept from the defense 
which: he believed would have caused 
the acquittal of the defendant. 

The case was taken to the Supreme 
Court by Smith’s attorneys and af- 
firmed, but Smith escaped from the Ot- 
tawa County Jail before he could be 
taken to‘prison. It is said he escaped 
with the connivance of the authorities. 
No effort was made to recapture him. 
Smith went to the Pacific coast im- 
mediately after leaving jail and entered 
the navy as a stoker. He has been in 
the naval service ever since and is now 
an assistant engineer.

The Mercantile 
Trust Co., according to a Jefferson City 
cispatch, had previously bid for and re- 
ceived 54-80 of the surplus Sate moneys, 

or about $1,000,000. 

’ The money received for the bonds will 
be put out at interest in the State de- 
positories, and will earn, before it is 
needed for construction of the capitol, 
about $750,000 This will go tnto the 
puflding fund. The bonds run for 13 
years and draw interest at 3% per cent.

The value of their product runs’ into 
hundreds of billions of dollars. . The 
farm products of the United States 
alone are worth nearly ten billions a 
year now. 

And all the while there are billions 
of food material going to waste in the 
jungles of the tropics: 

In South America, in Central Africa, 
in parts of India and Burmah and 
Central America, vegetation is so luxu- 
rious that it simply chokes itself.

Then the acid is separated out and 
what is left is a very friable sort of 
cellulose fibre which is one-quarter a 
low grade sugar. This is mixed with a 
little molasses or some kind of crude 
oil to form a product known as sac- 
chulose.

They look extremely wise, and yet 
when they are chased they have a fool- 
ish idea that they can conceal them- 
selves by hiding their heads in a pile 
of sand. 

They can do without water almost as 
long as a camel, and tor that reason

The ostrich is the bird that most of 
the ostrich plumes grow on. As an 
ostrich lives about 80 years and his 
plumes are ripe for picking every seven 
months, he is a very profitable bird. If 
you owned an ostrich and kept him for 
80 years you could pluck $8220 worth of 
plumes from him. And yet some per- 
sons prefer to raise chickens.
